Bellavance,  president  of 
Salisbury  State  University 
from  July  1980  until  December 
1995,  died  of  cancer  at  his 
home  on  Saturday,  February 
10, 1996.  Dr.  Bellavance  will 
be  missed. 

The  faculty  and 
students  were  invited  to 
attend  either  of  two  memorial 
services  that  were  held  in  his 
honor.  The  first  service  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  February  13, 
at  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Catholic 
Church.  Also  on  Tuesday,  a 
candle  light  vigil  was  held. 
People  were  asked  to  meet  at 
6:45  pm  in  the  Manokin 
parking  lot,  where  they 
proceeded  to  the  President's 
House  at  7:00  pm.  The  other 
memorial  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  February  14  in 
Salisbury  State  University's 
Holloway  Hall  Auditorium. 


Many  classes  here  at  SSU  were 
cancelled  in  order  to  allow 
students  and  faculty  to  attend 
Wednesdays  services. 

During  Dr. 

Bellavance's  years  here  at  SSU, 
he  accomplished  many  great 
things.  Incoming  freshmen's 
SAT  scores  rose  from  848  in 
1980  to  1,085  for  the  fall  of  1995 
class.  Admission  applications 
went  up  from  1,982  in  1980  to 
4,200  in  1995.  In  1980,  the 
assets  in  the  Salisbury  State 
University  Foundation  totaled 
only  $32,261;  by  1995  those 
assets  were  over  $16  million! 
Also,  available  academic 
scholarship  funds  rose  from 
nothing  to  $800,000.  During 
the  fifteen  years  of  his  presi¬ 
dency,  the  faculty  with  Ph.D's 
or  terminal  degrees  in  their 
fields  went  from  54  percent  to 
74  percent.  Lastly,  over  $47 
million  has  gone  toward 


campus  renovations  and 
construction. 

In  Dr.  Bellavance's 
honor,  the  Salisubry  State 
Univeristy  Forum  issued  a 
proclamation  that  gratefully 
acknowledged  and  recognized 
his  "indefatigable  and  devoted 
service  on  behalf  of  the 
community"  he  had  so  loved 
and  fostered.  Also  in  his 
honor.  Dr.  K.  Nelson  Butler, 
Interim  President,  proposed 
and  received  from  the  Honors 
Program  Committee  that  the 
University  Honors  Program  be 
renamed  the  Thomas  E. 
Bellavance  Honors  Program. 

Dr.  Bellavance  is 
survived  by  his  wife  of  32 
years,  Elizabeth;  and  his  four 
children,  Eugene  Bellavance, 
Sarah  Rasich,  Genevieve 
Bellavance,  and  Emily 
Bellavance.
